IN FRENCH COURT 


Unknown Man Says Mine. Stein- 


heil Is Innocent. 


CLAIMS HE IS THE MURDERER 


Officials, However, Place Little Cre­ 


dence in Hi* Story and Believe That 


He Is an Unbalanced Fanatic— A c­ 


cused 
Woman 
Declares He 
Is an 


Importer and Sticks to Her O rigi­ 


nal Story of the Crime. 


Paris, Nov. 5.—Picture a pallid wo­ 
man, beautiful enough to have capti­ 
vated peers and presidents of France, 
standing in tragic black in the grim 
cid court of the assize, hor arms up­ 
lifted, her slender flame trembling 
with a tumult of emotions, her soft 
voice breaking into sobs as she flings 
back answers to the sv/iftvolley?d 
questions of three red robed judge* 
on the bench—an actress playing for 
her life, not only to the few breath­ 
less hundreds in the courtroom but 
to all the world outside. 
Project into 
the tense scene a scrawny, tattered 
derelict from the alleys of M ontmar­ 
tre, who strides befoie the judges and 
cries. 
“She isn’t guilty. 
I was one of the 
slayers. 
I wa3 the red-headed wo­ 
man. 
I wore the wig.’’ 
Picture all this and you have th? 
drama teat was enacted in the second 
day s session of the trial of .Madame 
Marguerite Steinheil accused of kill­ 
ing her husband and her stepmother 
and suspected of a pitiless part in 
the strange end of Felix Faure, once 
president, of France. 
Very possibly the scene was only 
drama. 
Although 
Hie 
president 
of 
the court ordered an immediate in­ 
vestigation of tho m an’s strange con­ 
fession. 
The authorities have little 
failh in his story. 
They believe him 
an unbalanced fanatic. 
But bis en­ 
fram e was no less a startling climax 
to a hearing that had strained the 
nerves of all present, end cast an un­ 
pleasant light on the procedures of 
French justice and had left the beau­ 
tiful prisoner exhausted. 


Duel Became a Battle. 
Thrilling enough, the duel between 
Madame Steinheil and the merciless 
Viscount de Valles, president of Hie 
cour*, became a battle. 
Three judges 
at once fired their verbal broadsides 
at the quivering woman. 
They bul­ 
lied lier. denounced her, sneered at 
her and rebuked when she dared to 
cry out against the pitiless onslaught. 
But they could not shake ber story. 
She repeated her description of tho 
three men in black robes and the 
red-haired woman who had come to 
ber home on the night of May SO and 
killed her husband and her stepmoth­ 
er, after tying her (Madame Stein- 
heil) in her bed. 
When the man who 
entered 
so 
dramatically 
with 
his 
strange confession declared that only 
he and one other committed the crime 
she turned away and said he m ust be 
an imposter, for she knew there were 
four assailants. 
Once again—and only once—m en­ 
tion was made of her connection with 
President Faure. 
Tnis was the first 
time in the trial that he had been 
spoken of by name. 
Madame Stein- 
heil was being questioned about the 
pieces of a visiting card of Madame 
Maselin, with the name of the cus­ 
tomer written on. which she had 
asserted was dropped by the fleeing 
assassins. 
“Was it at the home of Madame 
Maselin in Havre that you met Presi­ 
dent Faure?” asked the judge. 
“No.
